The nylon line should lie flat 
with a circumference of approxi¬ 
mately 43-44 inches. If there is 
a wavy property to the cord 
lying on a flat surface, heat 
some water to near boiling in a 
large pan and soak the line until 
waviness is gone. Cool the nylon 
line by placing it in cool water.

5 times in ring, join in first sc. 
Fasten off. Draw rem beg 
length tight. 

Thread yellow on yam needle, 
insert needle at center from 
RS through to WS, embroider 
French knot (see illustration) 
in center of flower, knot end tog 
on RS, and trim ends.
